It appears that Mr. Ba- 
ker, the magistrate, got jnformation that this 
farmer had got fire arms in his possession, and 
sent his armed police to search his house: they 
entered, with swords brandishing, and with 
dreadful imprecations calling for “ the arms.” 
There were only a few women in the house, in 
the act of churning, the men being absent at 
work about the farm. To secrete the only 
arms in the house upon this alarm, was the first 
aed natural impulse of the Wife, which she 
vainly thought to accomplish, by putting a pis- 
tol without a lock, into the Churn. After fruit- 
less and destructive efforts by the armed police 
in ransacking the dwelling, nothing presented 
itself to them, until infuriated with disappoint- 
ment, they upset the Churn of Milk, and the 
much-sought-after instrument made its appear- 
ance. The Wife was taken iato custody,though 
far advanced in pregnancy, amidst the taunts of 
a licensed banditti, and brought before Mr. Ba- 
ker, who committed her for trial at the next 
quarter sessions to be held at Cashel. It came 
on; her Doctor and her Lawyer represented to 
Mr. Baker, the precarious state of the woman’s 
health, and the probable fatal consequences 
that might result, if she were compelled to at- 
tend gt that court ; and entreated him for the 
sake of humanity, to postpone the trial until the 
next session, to be holden in three months, in 
the town of Clonmell; but no—* the trial should 
come on ; nothing should impede it ; he would 
not leave the town until her conviction was re- 
corded.” A terrified and subservient jury found 
her guilty of secreting the harmless pistol, and 
she was escorted to Clonmell gaol, to be trans- 
ported to Botany Bay, for seven ycars. The in- 
dignation of the public, at this novel and unnat- 
ural sentence, amounted almost to tniversal ex- 
ecration, and revenge was threatened on the 
heartless Magistrate. The woman was untiine- 
ly brought to bed, the next day ; and her hus- 
band thrust from the prison gates, where he 
was seeking admittance to his hapless wiſe. — 
He offered to sell his farm and take all his 
family into voluntary exile, with his wife ; but 
in this, they would not be gratified ; no, nor 
would he even be permitted to accompany her 
to the place of her de ; and she was in 
a few days hastily forwarded by night to Cork, 
with other transports for Botany Bay.

A.ridge of dry, and in a great part of 
unwooded hills or hillocks, destitute of water, 
extends from Eokefanoke Swamp, to an un- 
known distance southward, west of St. John’s 
and Nassau rivers: This ridge, vo doubt, sinks 
into the cotnmon level of the country before 
reaching the cape ; or perhaps even the latti- 
of 27 deg. : 

Savannah, or prairie land, in Florida, is in 
strictness mete varieties of swamp. ‘The for- 
nier is, indeed, part of the latter, with eleva- 
tion sufficient to admit culture without artificial 
drainage. The prairie grounds of Florida, 
being composed of so great a part of animal 
exuvie, are generally productive, but are cou- 
fined in extent. Their nature wili appear more 
clear by reference to our description of St. 
John’s river. . 

Swamps or marshes, next to pine woods, 
cover the largest portion of Florida. A small

NATURALIZATION. 

We acknowledge the receipt of a communi- 
cation a “ An Alien Subscriber,” in refer-. 
this paper on the 29th ult. with respect fo the 
naturalization of aliens; and requesting more 
precise information on that subject: — 

Without preface, we proceed to inform him, 
that there are three things indispensable to the 
naturalization of. an alien in the United States ; 
namely : 

1. A report of himself on his arrival. 

2. A declaration, two years afterwards, of 

bona fide intention to become a citizen. 

3. And, three y~ars after that, a declaration, 
upon oath or affirmation, to support the 
constitution of the United States, and a re- 
nunciation of all foreign allegiance. 

It is believed that the first of these requi- 
sites has, in many former instances, beeri neg- 
lected; and, that, from a loose practice in 
some of our courts, aliens have passed to the 
final act of naturalization, and entered upon 
the rights of citizenship, without a compliance 
with it at all. It is to this particular, viz. the 
Report on Arrival; that we have wished to draw 
the attention of persons interested ; and to ad- 
vise them that it is not sufficient to begin with 
the Declaration of Intention. Without the pre- 
liminary report, in fact, all the proceedings will 
be vitiated; null and void: dnd, however long 
any alien may have been resident in the 
United States, if he has omitted to report him- 
self, he must, with d view to citizenship, begin 
by doing so; unless he resided within the lim- 
its of the United States between the 18th of 
June; 1798; and the 14th of April, 1802; in 
which case for reasons connected with the po- 
litical history of thé country; he is favored by 
the provisions of the Act of Congress of the 
26th of March, 1804. 

Congress have béen aware of the omissions 
with regard to the Report on Arrival ; and, 
with the design of instructing the marshals, 
clerks and prothonotaries of courts, and - the 
collectors of the custonis, on this head, by a 
resolution of the 16th of April, 1816, they di- 
rected the Secretary of State to cause four 
thousand copies of the laws in force respecting 
naturalization to be printed dnd distributed. 
This, we understand, was done. And, at the 
same session, to prevent naturalization with 
like omissions in future, the Congress enacted 
the law of the 22d of March, 1816, which re- 
quires that the certificate of report, and the 
certificate of declaration of intention, shall 
both be exhibited by every alien, arriving in 
the United States after the i8th of June, 1812, 
and applying to be admitted to citizenship ; and

A RELICK OF ANTIQUITY. ; 
The following is a remarkable. specimen of. 
electing Members of Parliament, taken from.a 
memorandum M. S. of J. Harrington, Esq. of 
Kelston, in Somersetshire, dated 1646. 


“ Anote of my Bathe businesse aboute the 
Parliament. Saturday, December 16, 1646, 
went to Bathe, and dined with the maior and 
citizens ; conferred about my election to serve 
in Parliament, as my father was helpless, and 
ill able to go any more. Went to the George- 
inn at night, met the baliffs, and desired to be 
dismissed from serving ; drank strong beer and 
metheglin; expended about three shillings ; 
went home late, but could not get excused, 
as they entertained a good opinion of my 
father. 

“ Monday, December 28, went to Bathe ; 
met Sir John Horner ; we were chosen by the 
citizens to serve for the city. The maior and 
citizens conferred about Parliament business. 
The maior promised Sir John Horner and my- 
self a horse a-piece, when we went to London 
to the Parliament, which we accepted of;_and 
we talked about the synod and ecclesiastical 
dismission. lam to go again on Thursday, and 
meet the citizens about al! such matters, and 
take advice thereon. 

“Thursday 31, went to Bathe ; Mr. Ashe 
preached. Dined at the George-inn with the 
maior and four citizens ; spent at dinner 5s. in 
wine. t 

Laid out in victuals at the George-ian 10114, 
Laid out in drinking  - - y - O72 
Laid out in tobacco and drinking 044 
“ January 1, my father gave me four pounds 
to bear my expenses to Bathe. 

“ Mr. Chapman, the maior, came to Kelston, 
and returned thanks for my being chosen to 
serve in Parliament, to my father, in name of 
all the citizens. My father gave me good ad- 
vice, touching my speaking in Parliament as 
the city should direct me: Came home late at 
night from Bathe, much troubled thereat con- 
cerning my proceeding truly for man’s good re- 
port and my own safety. 


“ Note. I gave the city messenger two 
shillings for bearing the maior’s letter to me. 


Laid out in all three pounds seven shillings for 
victuals, drink, horsé-hire, together with div- 
ers gifts.”

This island might have been, en- 
tirely freed from the pestilence many years 
ago, if its wisdom in this réspect had kept gace 
| with many of the Continental kingdoms, where 
small-pox has been entirely unknown for many 
years ; and for ages previously to the introduc- 
tion of the new practice, it had frequently rag- 
ed with uncontrolable fury. I donot know how 
its merits can be set in a more intelligibl¢ or 
convincing point of view, thaa by giving ‘you 
the substance of a question from a very recent 
publication on the subject by Mr. Cross, an ‘em- 
inent surgeon of Norwich, where, through the 
folly and absurdity of the people, the small-pox 
committed great havoc. He tells us that; ten 
thousand of this population who had been wac- 
cinated; lived in the midst of a contaminated at- 
mosphere, and exceptions to complete protec- 
tion, after perfect vaccination, were so few as 
not to be worth detailing; on the other hand, 
out of three thousand who had neglected to be 
vaccinated, five hundred and thirty individuals 
died, and some who had been inoculated with 
irregular small-pox caught the disease a second 
time. What you have heard respecting miy .o- 
pinion of the re-vaccinating in seven years, has 
no foundation in truth. Perfect vaccination is 
permanent in its influence. It is quite terrible 
to see the obstinacy of the people ; but, the 
basis of it rests with the superior orders ; co- 
ersion, however, has never a good effect,, but 
quite the contrary. It is shocking to congrast 
the conduct of people at home, with tha# of 
those abroad. Let the country be ever so, ex- 
tensive, cver so populous, where vaccingti 

bas been solely and universally propagated, 
small-pox has been wholly got rid of, and never 
brought back again, even after periods of years 
have elapsed in most instances. Iam sorgy to 
find the poor people around you are so infatu-
